counteract the effect of the reckless and 
extravagant reports of newspaper corres- 
pondents, will do more to qniet apprehen- 
sion down below than «a vielory over Riel 
hirosellf.

Further Details of Friday's 
Fighting. 


| Winnirna, April 27.—- Correspondence 
from the camp yesterday says: —The ravine 
where the rebels made a stand is eval in 
| shape, Fish creek running ina westerly 
direction along the bottom. The rifle 
pits are,at the junction of the arms, and, 
crossing the east and west arms at this 
point, there isan almost perpendicular 
hank, covered, as is also the bottom, with 
Fee 
Vhen the Indians retired they rode 
their ponies along the bottom of this ravine, 
and along the east side, and the dead 
ponies ure piled up in heaps. The 
timber has been literally mowed down, 
The garrison division of B hattery ander 
Capt. Peter's and Lieut Rivers, and some 
of the 90th. under Major Boulton and 
Capt. Walker madea charge up the ravine, 
About 15 men with Lieu, Rivers got up to 
within 20 yards of the rifle pits. Cook 
was shot here, the Indian whe shot him 
lying hid behind his horse whieh had 
been killed, The Indian was shot by one 
of the battery men. 
The 90th seem to have taken the north 
side of the stream, Wheeler being shot on 
that side about 50 yards from the creek 


Seeing that they were not supported, 
although Col. Houghton did his best to 
get the 90th up, they retired being un- 
able to stand the storm of iron hail. 

The Battery retired up the face of the 
bluff, and the 90th down the stream as 
cooly as if ina parade. During the night 
the rebels retired from the position they 
ocoupied at the close of the fight, and no- 
thing can be seen of them in the raviue. 

Five Indians are knewn to have been 
killed, and in nearly every rifle pit there was 
blood, Nine men of the troops were either 
killed on the field or have since died, Of 
the 90th privates Hutchinson and Ferguson 
of No, 1 Co,; Corp]. Lethbridge No, 3 Co., 
privale Wheeler of No. 4Co,” Of A bat- 
ery, gunners Dollander, Cook and Ains- 
worth. Ofthe Toronto School of Infantry : 

rivate Watson. Of Boulton’s troop, 
arry Baker. 

The dead were buried on Saturday 
The troops still vecupy the camp pitched 
on Friday night, above a mile from the 
hattle field. On Sunday Geu. Middleton 
rave orders to have the remainder of the 
fott division brought across the river, The 
general opinion is that the rebels will make 
another stand at Gabriel's Crossing, and 
another at Batoche, No advance will be 
made to-day by the troops 

Thirty teams were sent from Humboldt 
direct to Batoche, under the im: ion 
that the troops would take that trail. 
Twenty of Boulton’s mounted horse were 
sent or Sunday to bring them in, and up to 
the time of correspoudent's leaving camp 
they had not returned. 

Note---The trail taken by the teams was 
north of Middleton's position, and the 
chaners arc they were eaught by the rebels. 
If this is #0, it will oceasion a very serious 
deley to the troops and strengt the 
rebels considerably. 

During the past three days Col. Osborne 
Smith has received no inivlligence of 
further movements amongst the troops. 
There was no jighting on Saturday or 
Sunday. ‘The position seems to have re- 
mained unchanged since Friday night. 

There seems no ground for the rumor 
that Gabriel Dumont was killed.

Settlers and Halfbreed. 


Calgary has probably by this time vin- 
dreated her character from the charges of 
disloyalty recently made against her in the 
eastern press. Fully haif the population 
has now gone to the front to rescae the 
northern settlers. The white settlers of 


the district bave all joined the various | 


homeguand and militia orgenizations whic h 
have been formed te protect the home- 
steads and caitle. All the wagons, teams 
and produce of the surrounding country 
have been brought in to supply the troop=, 
and on all hands generally there is but one 
sentiment and that is in favor of adopting 
the strongest measures to put Cown the 
rebellion first and discuss white and half- 
breed grievances later. 

This gees to Show =what we have main- 
tained before that in spite of their determ- 
ination to their wants known in 
some shape to the guvernment, the settlers 
of the district are at bottom as thoroughly 
loyal as any to be found in the county 
No doubt there were at first sigus that the 
halfbreed grievance commanded sympathy | 
bere as elsewhere. No doubt 
recognizing in the rebels demands, claims 
somewhat similar to their own, offered 
them a semi<lorsement. Even the eastern 
papers did that. The Toronto Mail has | 


make

been, since the revolt broke out, as pro- | 
nounced on this question as any puper i | 
the Dominion. But in Calgary, as else- 


where, as the fight goes on ; as day by day | 
itis seen more clearly what a merciless | 
game Riel is playing; as events hourly 

make it more necessary that all lovers of | 
law and country mus should in giving the | 
government moral as well as all other 

possible support, the attitude of the settlers 

is changing from one of half sympathy to | 
one of open anger with the halfbreed des- | 
peradoes. | 

Frog Lake, Fort Pitt, Battleford, Prince | 
Albert, Dack Lake and Batoche are all } | 
now stained with settlers’ blood. The list 
of killed has mounted up to something | 
like 100, and of these 100 not a solitary one 
has been in anyway connected with the 
causes of discontent. The railway towns | 
have owed their immunity from outrage | 
meticdinttee tie fact that the railway cuie 
where tu does instead of along the old | 
route, and the railway towns feel in con- 
sequence a sincerest determination that 
this immunity shall not render them un- | 
mindfull of the duty they owe northern 
settlements of demanding that none of the 
participants in the rebellion shall profit | 
in any way by the course they have taken to | 
secure their rights. 

Certainly no one desires that 
vengeance shall be waged. If the 
comes of securing quiet by negotiat.on by | 
all means let it be taken. If a duty is ow- 
ing to those who have murdered | 
there is a greater duty owing to those who | 
are still in danger, and whose lives can | 
perhaps only be saved by offering terms. | 
But offering terms very different 
thing from offering amnesty. While the | 
halfbreeds undoubtedly rights | 
which witl presently be granted them, they 
do not all possess these rights. The men | 
who have engaged in the revolt 
longer be considered as possessing rights 
of any kind, and the settlers throughout | 
the Territories should be the first 
test against their sharing’ in any grants 
which are heaeafter to be made to the loyal | 
halfbreeds. 

No doubt the oyal Indians will be re 
warded. If the Blackfoot nation remains 
quiet to the end they have been piomised 
their reward, and it would be an excellent 
thing if a similar promise were tow made 
to the half-breeds who refuse to join Riel. | 
It will be a peculiar dispensation if there | 
is to be no difference made between the | 
loyal and the disloyal, between those who | 
have committed murder and those who 
have refused to commit it, There is per-| 
haps less chance day by day of the distinct- | 
ion being obliterated. Riel and Gabriel | 
Dumont are with their own hands destroy- 
ing any chance their followers naght have 
had—even after the affair at Duck Lake— 
of securing betterterms. Any doubt about 
their blood—guiltiness which might have 
been created by Riel's strenuous denial of 
it on the part of the half-breeds at Duck 
Lake, must be dissipated by their 
in the woods near Batoche on Friday 
The half-breeds commenced the 
affray, and the slaughter they 
renders further protestation, on 
leaders’ parts, useless, They fought 
the intention of killing every 
opposed to them, and they might have 
succeeded if the excellent work of the 
artillery had not handicapped their efforts.
